The Sum is, Satan being doomed to the 
Chains of Eternal Darkneſs, for his Trea- 
fon againſt his Creator, and ſpight againſt 
Man, his Fellow- Creature; ſwells with 
curſed Enmity, againſt the Children of . 
Men, yea, and againſt the adopted children 
of GOD, ſo long as they are in this world; 
and beieg a fpiritual Enemy, he is the 
more formidable, becauſe an UNEQUAL . 
match, for. poor mortal fleſh : For though 
by his fall, he loſt his Angelical Holy 
| meſs, yet he did not looſe his Angelical 
nature, fo that his Enmity muſt needs 
be Exceeding fierce and Penetrating; and 
although his Powers are much debaſed, 
from what they were in his State of iz- 
tegrity, yet do they vaſtly exceed, the 
moſt Elevated Powers, of any meer mor- 
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_ Particularly here; Firſt, He is the E- 
nemy of the SOULS of Men. And in- 
- deed, this is that he drives at, in all his 
deſigns, and operations, to catch devour 
ahd deſtroy SOULS ; hence when he 
draws wretched mortals, to Contract with 
him; he bargains with them, that after 
the time of his ſervice to them, he will 
have their Souls, viz. To be Tormented 
with him for ever. 1 
He is a Spirit, and hence ſtrikes at the 
fpiritual part the moſt Excellent (Conſtitu- 
ent) part of man. primarily diſturb- 
ing, and interrupting the Animal and 
- Fital Spirits, he maliciouſly Operates up- 
bon, the more Common Powers of the 
Soul, by ſtrange. and frightful Repreſen- 
tation to the Fancy, or Imagination, 
and by violent Tortures of the body, of- 
ten threatning to extinguiſh life ; as hath 
been obſerv'd, in thoſe that are afflict- 
ed amongſt us.

good; 1 John 2. 15. James 4. 4.. And 
although it muſt be acknowledged, that 
there is a Corrupt Principle in fallen Man;

Traverſing the 
Earth, to ſpie out what miſchief he could 
do, againſt the Inhabitants thereof. This 
is the Argument nſed by the Apoſtle 
Peter, 1 Pet. 5. 8. Be ſober, (i. e.) be in 
a Holy Frame, to Attend all Duty; Be 
vigilant, (i. e.) be careful to avoid all that 
Sin which might betray you, Becauſe your 
Adverſary the Devil goes about as 4 Roaring .

Some think it was in a Viſion, 
or Illaſion, ſome by pointing at the four 
quarters and in words relating the glory 
thereof; Doctor T aylor judgeth the Devi 
offered the Images, and repreſentations 
of them all, ſenſibiy and actually, in a 
ſtrange manner, making their Images ap- 

to his Senſes, and not by viſion or 
Illufien, which did not ſo well agree to 
the Perfefttion of - Chriſt's mind.

Secondly, That the more eminent Ser-

In this Context, we have Joſhua who 
was 0rdained to be the High-Prieſt of 
GOD, a Repreſentative of the whole 
People, whoſe Office it was, to Offer 
Scerifice for their ſins, and to Enter 
into the Aoly-place once a year, with 
the Blood of Attonement, Exod. 30. 
10. (being therein alſo a. Type of Chriſt, 
the Great High-Prief# of his People) 
He ſtood before the Angel, or Meſſen- 
ger of the Covenant of the LORD to 
Attend his Duty, and Dijcharge his Office; 


and preſently the Devil or Calumniator,

Thus alſo. we. find Paul, the Apoſtle 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, (who was ſo:

10, complain- 
ing of Satans putting Impediments or 
Diſcouragements in his Way of coming, 
to the Theſſalonians, 1 Theſ. 2: 18. 
Mhereſore we would have come unto you- 
(even I Paul) once and again, but Satan 
hindred us; Partly by Perſecutions,, 
raiſed againſt him, and the. Lying in, 
wait of the Jews, mentioned, Acts 20. 
19. And again, Chap. 23. 16. as à Diſ- 
couragemeut to him, partly. by. Railing: 
Troubles ii other Churches, and thereby 
finding Paul other Buſineſs, as an Im- 
pediment to his Serving them.

There are many devices in 
a mans Heart, but the Counſel of the Lord 
it ſhall ſtand, (i. e.) totally to Defeat the 
accompliſhment of them, or to Over. rule 
the iſſues, effects and conſequences. of 
them to his own Glory. Thus the GREAT 


GOD, doth many times out-do Satars

medium to .Promote the Benifit thereof, 
according to his Bleſſed will and Counſel, 


who can ſay concerning his own moſt

if we confider the Pernicious deſigns, 
and Malicious methods of Satan, in 
order to the Crucifixion of our LORD 


TESUS, and the End he aimed at in his 


being cut off; and how in a Stupen- 
dious manner; all was over-ruled, to 
accompliſh Gods Eternal Purpeſes, in the 
Salvation of his Elect. i Mie 
*-Briefly then, The Devil finding nothing 
in him, (as our Saviour faith, John 14. 
30.) on which to fix any Temptation, 
1 - whereby.

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whereby he might Stain him in his 
Holineſs ; or Pervert him from his 
Obedience; but was totally overcome, 
and Routed, in a ſingle Conflict with 
the Captain of our Salvation, Mat. 4. f, 
to 11. He. is reſolved to proſecute an- 
ther deſign, even the taking away his 
bodily life, in order whereunto He 
Entred into Judas Named Iſcariot one of 
the Twelve, Luke 22. 3. Who preſently 
went and ſet himſelf to take oppor- 
tunity to betray him, v. 6. Then Satan 
ſtirred up the Envy of the people, 
ro deliver him to the Judgment, Mar. 
27. 18. Brought in Two falſe Witneſſes 
againſt him; ſat. 26. 60. Moved 
Herod, and Pontius Pilate Gentiles, to 
condemn him, and therein gratihe the 
Wicked people of Iſrael, that were ga- 
thered together, Act, 4. 27. And (to 
compleat the Diabolical Tragedy) Inſti- - 
gated the People, with Wicked hands to 
Crucifie him. Aﬀs 2. 23. And after 
his Burial, they. endeavour to prevent 
his Kiſing again, or removal out of 
the Sepulcher (as they pretended) by 
ſetting a Guard about it, rolling a Grear 
ſtone upon it, and ſealing it, to make it 
unalterable ; Mat. 27. 66, &c, © 

SATAN then had thus. far gained 
the Point, and prevailed. in his Heliſ 
| deſigus 
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deſigns, againſt the Life of the Aan 
CHRIST FES US; yet in all this 
en he had neither. broten the 
hain by which the GREAT GOD 
holds him, nor could he (in the leaſt) 
overſtrain one link. thereof ; nor yet 
deviate one inch from the methods de- 
termined, and traced out, by the Pur- 
poſe. of the Eternal God in any one ſtep 
or intreague of this whole affair: But 
in ſpight of all the Malice, Power and Policy 
of EARTH and-HELL, it came to 
paſs. in every particular paſſage thereof, 
as the Hand of GOD diſpoſed, in the 
Courſe of his Providence: According 
as his Counſel Fore- determined ſhould be 
done, Acts 4. 27. 28. As allo, Act, 2. 
23. Hitherto we may obſerve, how 
Satans plot and project, ſeemed to be 
agreeable, (though againſt his Will) to 
the Purpoſe, and Eternal Counſel of the 
Bleſſed GOD: But in the Ends and 
Iſſues propoſed, Behold how vaſtly. 
(even Toto Cælo) they differ! For In- 
ſtance, Satans Deſign herein was to cut 
off the hopes of the Sons of Men, as 
to Redemption and. Salvation by the 
Aan Chritk. Jeſus, 1 Tim. 2, 5, That 
ſo the benefits. of the New Covenant, 
of which he was the ONE, and Only 
MEDIATOR, might utterly fail, and. 
. 4 Poor. 
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poor Miſerable man, might again fall, 
Fearfully, Fatally, and Irrecoverably, into 
the hands of the LIVING GOD, Heb. 
10. 31. And by the Infinite weight of 
his vindictive Juſtice be cruſhed down 
to the NVethermof+ Hell: But on the 
other hand, GOD's deſgns was far 
otherwiſe, even by the Deep Humili- 
ation, and Death of the Man Chriſt 
on the Croſs, to produce ſuch Effects 
as theſe, Namely that Man's Redemption 
might be wrought out and Fin ſbed, 
John 19. 30. Peace made by the Blood 
of his Croſs, betwixt an offended God, 
and finful man. Eph. 2. 14, 16. Sin- 
ners Redeemed from the Curſe of the Law, 
by Chriſt's being made 4 Curſe for them, 
Gal. 3. 13, And be made Heirs of the 
Bleſſing, v. 14. A number of loſt Souk, 

Bought with a Price from the Bondage 
of Satan, and Power of Sin, to be In- 
ſtruments of Glorifying God, in their 
Bodies and Spirits which are Gods, 1 Cor. 
6. 20. In a word; that the Eternal 
Power and God-Head of the LORD

have here been Deluded and Enſnared 
by him. As appears by that dreadful 
Definitive Sentence, that ſhall then be 
pronounced, by the GREAT KING, 
in the Day of his Wrath, and Reve- 
lation of his Power, Mat.

1. Let Repenerate Soxls, that are in

It is good to 
be ſure, and too ſure we cannot be at 
any time, much leſs at ſuch a time as 
this: That it may appear before An- 
gels and Men, that we are Choſen un- 
to Salvation by the GOD of Feruſalem, 
and are accordingly Devoted to him 
and to his ſervice in an Unviolable Co- 
venant, againſt which the Gates of He. 
ſhall never have any power. And the

be any wicked way in me, &c. Thele ma- 
Iicious operations of Saran, are the 
ſorelt afflictions can befal a perſon or 
people: And if under the Conficera- 
tion of Crie vous Calamities, upon the 
People of GOD, the Nations round 
about, will Inquire with amazement 
aſter the Cauſe : Then ſurely the People 
themſelves, ought ſtrictly to Examine, 
as Deut. 29. 2.4. What meaneth the heat of 
this Great Anger ? And to the making this 
Improvement of remarkable Afflictions, 
we are directed by the Example of the 
church, Lam. 3. 40. Let us Search and 
Try cur ways, ad Turn again unto the 
Lord, Which leads to the ſecond thing. 

2. Add then to the former, True 
and Unſeigned Reformation, of whatſoever 
appears to be the Provoking Evils we fall 
into. He or They that to Sericus Ex- 
aminaticn, (which muſt be ſuppoſed to 
include Hearty Confeſſion of what hath 
been done amiſs) Adds Thorow Reforma- 
tion, may only hope to obtain Pardon- 
ing Mercy at the Hand of God, Prov. 
28. 13. And may it not be ſaid, 
even. to the Pureſt Churches, as he 
ſaid to them, 2 Chron. 28. 10. But 
are there not with Tow, even with Tou,

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Sint againſt the LORD your Cod. And 
certainly, no / Provokings are-ſo Abhor- 
red of the Lord, as thoſe of his Son 
and Daughters, Deut. 32. 19. This Re- 
turning and Reforming then, is the 
Puty Required of, and Preſſed upon 
Iſrael, or the viſible Covenant People 
of God, when by ſin they had departed from 
him, Hoſea 14. 1. O ISRAEL, Return 
unto the Lord thy God, for thou haſt 
fallen by thing Iniquity. Hence the neg- 
lect of this Returning, in thoſe that 
are under many and great Afflictions, 
is very diſpleafing unto God, Amos 4. 
11. And ye were 4s 4 Firebrand plucke 
out of the Burning, Jer have „ net re- 
turued unto me, ſaith the Lord. Inſo- 
much, that obftinate perſiſting, in the- 
neglect of it after Frequent Warnings, 
provokes the Lord to puniſh thoſe that 
are guilty thereof, Seven and ſeven times 
more, Lev. 26. 23, 24. It we would 
then, avoid the Diſpleaſure, and»brain- 
| the Covenant Favour- of GOD, ' we 
muſt both in Proteſſion, and Practice, 
fall in wich the Example, of che for- 
merly Degenerous, but afterwards Re- 
formed Ephraim, Jer.

Firſt, By giving way unto Sinful and 
anruly Paſſions, ſuch as Envy, Malice, 
or Hatred of onr Neighbours and Bre- 
thren, Theſe Devil-like, corrupted 
Paſſions, are Contrary unto, and do en- 
danger the letting in Satan and his 
Temptations, yea he generally, comes 
into the ſoul at theſe Doors, to cap- 
tivate any perſon to the Horrid ſin of 
Covenanting with him. Theſe are greedy 
and Inſatiable Paſſions, that ſtrike at the 
Being as well as the good of the Ob- 
jet, and to gratifie theſe, many have 
been Overcome by Satans temptations, 
ſo that (as the wiſe man faith in ano- 
ther caſe) He bath caſs dewn many 
Wounded, yea many (frong men have been 
ſlain by him, Prov.

18. They declared ſeveral things to 
he done by Witchcraft, which happened 
before ſome of them were born; as 
ſtrange Deaths of Perſons, Caſting away 
of Ships, &c. and they ſaid the Spectres 
told them of it.

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19. Some of them, have ſundry times 
ſeen a White-man appearing amongſt the 
Spectres, and as ſoon as he appeared, 
the Flack-Witches vaniſhed : They ſaid: 
This White-man had often foretold them, 
what reſpite they ſhould have from their 
Firs 3 as ſometimes a day or two, or 
more, which fell out accordingly. One + 
of the Afflicted ſaid ſhe ſaw him in 
ker Fir, and was with him in a Glorious 
Plc, which had no Candle nor Sun, 
yet was full of Light; and Brightneſs ;

ter Fit) ſuatch d. at, took hold, and. 
Dore off a Corner of tliat Sheet; her 
Father being by her, endeavoured to 
Je hold upon. it with her, that ſhe. 
r1ght retain whyt ſhe had goiten;, but 
unt. the palliing away ot the Spectre, he 
mad ſuch a. violent Twirch of his Hand, | 
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as if it would have been torn off; 
immediately thereupon appeared in the 
Sufferers hand, the Corner of a Sheet, 
a real Cloth, viſible to the Spectators, 
which (@ it # ſaid) remains ſtill tobeſeen. 


Remarkable Things relating to the Accuſed. 


I. A Woman being brought upon 
publick Examination, deſired to go to 
Prayer; the Magiſtrates told her they 
came not there to hear her Pray, but to 
examine her in what was alledged againſt 
her, relating to Suſpitions of Miicheraft. 

2. It was obſerved, both in times of 
Examination and Tryal, that the Accnſed 
ſeemed little affected with what the Suf: 
ferers underwent, or, what was Charged 
againſt them, as being the Inſtruments 
ok Siu therein; ſo chat che Spectators 
were grieved at their unconcernedueſs. 

3. They were ſometimes their own 
Inez, and not always practizing upon 
Poppits made of Clours,,. Han or other 
Materiult (according to the old Methods 
of Wachcraft) for natural Actions in- 
them, ſeemed to produce Præternatural 
Impreſſions on the Aith&ted 3 as Biting 
their Lips in time of Examination and 
Tryal, cauſed the Sufferers to be Bitren? 
ſo as they produced the 4darks before 
the Mag iſttates and Speckators; they - -

ſeemed to cauſe the Sufferers to be 


Pinched, thoſe again ramping with their 
Feet: Thefe were tormeared in their

but lean againſt the Bar at which they 
ſtood; ſome very ſober Women of the 
Afflicted complained: of their Breaſts, 
as if their Bowels were torn out: 


Thus, ſome have ſince confeſſed, they 


were wont to afflict ſuch as were che 
Objects of their Malice. 

4. Several were accuſed of having Fami- 
liarity wich the Black-man in time of Exa- 
mination and Tryal. and that He Whiſ- 
pered in their Ears, and therefore they 
could not hear the Magiſtrates and that 
one Woman accuſed rid(in her $4ape and 
Spetire) by the jlace of Judicature, behind 


the Slack man in the very time v hea ſhe 


was upon Examination: 
F. When the Suſpected were ſtand- 


ing at the Bar, the Afflicted have affirmed 
that they ſaw their Shapes 1a other 
Places, ſuckling a yellow Bird; ſometimes 
in one Place and Poſture, and ſometimes 
in another. They alſo foretold, that 
the Spectre of the Priſoner. was going 
to afflict ſuch or ſuch a Sufferer, which

Tharkſgivings , and upon one of 
their Faſt-days they told a Suffer, 
ſhe muſt ner Eat, it was Faſt-day; ſhe 
laid ſhe would, they told her they 
would Choak her then ; which when ſhe 
did Eat was endeavoured.

7. They were alſo Accuſed, to hol 
and Adminiſter Diabolical Sacraments, - 
viz. a Mock-Baptiſm, and 4 Devil-Supper, 
at which Curſed imitations of the Sacred 
Inſtitutions ot our BYeſſed Lord, they uſed 
Forms of Words to be trembled at, in 
the very Rehearſing, concerning Baptiſm 
all ſpeak elſewhere. At their Curſed 
Supper, they were ſaid to have Red 
Bread, and Ked Drink, and when they 
preſſed an Aﬀicted Perſon to Eat and 
Drink thereof, ſhe turned away. her

1o. A Perſon who had been fre- 
qneotly Jranſported to and fro by the 
Devils, for the ſpace of near Two 
Tears, was firack Dumb for about 
Nige Months of that time; yet he af- 
ter that had his Speech reſtored to him, 
and did Deo/e upon Oath, that in the 
time while he was Dumb, he was ma- 
ny times Bodily Tranſported, to places 
where the Witches were gathered to- 
gether, and that he there ſaw Feaſting- 
and Darcine, and being ſtruck on the 
Back or Shonider, was thereby made 
faſt to the Place, and could only ſee 
and hear at a diſtance ; he did take his 
Oath, that he did with his Bodily: Eyes, 
ſee ſome of the Accuſed at thoſe Witch - 
meetings ſeveral times; I was preſent 
in Court when he gave his Teſtimony, 
he alſo proved by ſundry Perſons that 
at thoſe times or Traniport, he was 
Bodily abſent from his Abode, and 
could no where be found, but be- 
ing met with by ſome on the Road at 
a diſtance from his home; was ſudden- 
ly conveyed” 2way from them. 
I. The Aﬀited Perſons related that 
the Spectres of ſeveral Eminent Perſons 
had been brought in amongſt the reſt, 
but as the Sufferers ſaid, the Devil could 


not hurt them in their Shapes, but tw 
39 Witches. 
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Mitches ſeemed to take them by each hand, 
and lead them or force them to come in. 
Whiles a Godly Man was at Prayer with 
a Woman Aficted, the Daughter of that 
 Woman(being a Sufferer in the like kind) 
Affirmed that ſhe ſaw Twoof the Per- 
ſons Accuſed at Prayer to the Devil. 
13. It was proved by ſubſtantia! E- 
vidences, againſt One Perſon Accuſed; 
that he had ſuch an unuſual ſtrength, 
. (though a very little Man) that he could 
hold out a Gun with one hand, behind 
the Lock, which was near ſeven Foot 
in the Barrel, being as much as a luſty 
Man could Command with both hands, 
after the uſual; manner of ſhooting; it 
was alſo proved, that he lifted Barrels 
of Meat, and Barrels of Moloſſes, out of a 
. Canooe alone; and that putting his 
Fingers into a barrel of Moloſſes(fullwith- 
in a fingers fength according to Cuſtom) 
he carryed it ſeveral paces. And that he 
put his finger into the muzzle of a Gun 
which was more than five Foot in the Bar- 
rel, and lifted up the But end thereof, 
Lock, Stock and all, without any viſible 
help to raiſe it.
